MB. GLADSTONE. 

' " For the Hocoud tiii'Q within ten year."," 
says the London Spectator, Bpaaking of Mr 
GladslODo, " an iDdividiial namo lias served 
as tbo pivot ct a goncral election, tbe contin 
round wbiob its bopea and feara, its aympa- 
thies nnd its batroda have rovolvod. . * * 
' I boliovo in llr. Oladslouc,' baa served uh 
the Liberal orcdo, and ' 1 dislrual Mr. Glad- 
stone' as tbo Tory'd nondanscd comiuioaliou 
aervioe upon all manner of obaago.'' It is 
not often in Kiiglish politioal lifo, with its 
levelling tendcnoiea on the one band, and its 
aristooratio assumption on the olbcr, that a 
man is ablo to rise from tbo ranlis of the 
people and, tovvoriug high abovo tlio beada ol 
bis fellows, wield an inlluenoo thai seoni' 
alnioai magnetic. In Abraham IJuoolu w( 
had perhaps tbo greatest type of ibis olu..;3 o 
mea tbe pteaaDt oantory baa produced ; but 
then bis rise was only tbe nataral reaultof demo 
cratic inst'tutiona. In Kngland, tbo Btreaiiis 
which supply tbo fountain of greatuess are uar 
row and confined, in conaparison with the 
broad tributaries wbicb How from every State 
in tbe American Uoion to the Washington 
reservoir, and it is therefore no ordinary Kpe< 
iacle to witiiosa the nation leTolvin;; in a 
general olection on the "pivot" of an indi- 
vidual ami pleboiau namo. Mr. Cobdeii and 
Mr. Bright have bolb occupied prominenl 
poBltioDS in the oyos of the British nalion — 
probably the moat prominent, as boing the 
representatives of tbe thoughts and aspirations 
of tho great body of the English people ; but 
thoir peculiar idiosynoraoies placed Ihein 
outside Iho pale of minialerial powor. .Mr. 
Gladstone, bowover, while uniting within his 
person, in a groat measure, tbo broad and 
comprehensive views of Bright, unil.is al.so 
the aathority of Governmoot. As such, 
therefore, ha bocomea for good or ill a power- 
ful inflaenoc iu the Slate, and " if bo lives 
tbe future belongs to him." 

At tho present time, and in ibo important 
years to come, it is evident that nucli a mind 
as Gladstone's, with its vigorous fibres Btrcloh- 
iog to tbe inmost feelings of the massea and 
reaching into tbe realms of tbe higbost 
thought will mould, in a great measure, tlin 
destiny of tho nation, and mould it to iho 
people's perniaucnt welfare. For tbe lirs^ 
tiiiiG probably in England's parliamnnlary 
existence, an inlluential atatosman is ready 
to malce foreign intrigue and foreign dipio- 
macy subordinate to the comfort and happi- 
noss of tbo English people. It ia true Lord 
Stanley, '.ho ropresantativo of Iho mo.st 
liberal and enlightened of tlio ConsarTalive 
party, ■shows nn equally undisguised auiip- 
athy to the nogleoling of home interests for 
tbesak^ ol foreign interference; but he Ims 
none of tho high feelings entertained by the 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer. If he wishes 
England to abstain from foreign wars i! ia 
because bis pocket and tbe pockot of thn 
nation will be leas disturbed. In all 
his cold calculating powers, tho welfare 
of bis deatitnte fol low-countrymen nevor 
seem to engross n aioglo thought. Not so 
Gladstone and those ho principally roiiro- 
scnts. IIo may not confine himself to tli^i 
letter to the following description liy the 
Sptctator of tho now poiioy inau^^urated by 
a portion of tho Liberal party, but tbo pro- 
gramme noverlholesa embracoa somo of the 
most sterling points of his political creed, 
and is one, whatever may be its faults, infin- 
iloly ahead of any policy English statesnitin- 
sbip has yet endeavored to carry out. This 
party, says tbo journal alluded to, " buliuvc 
in their hearts that political questions, inter- 
nal and external, all polioies, homo, fore jjju, 
or colonial, all measures, wise or foolish, nil 
risings and faihngs of individual statcsiiu ii 
are trivialities when compared with tho su- 
premo duty of raising Iho English people, ol 
diminishing tlio vast sum of human riiisory 
still existing in this grand hivo of weallb und 
industry. It is to them intolerable that ia a 
country where every week devolopoa some 
new soutoe of wealth, wbeie tbo incomes of 
the middle olesa have tripled in twenty 
years, and nrtizans earn by tbo thousi'tid 
more than tho mass of Continental oHumiiI- 
rccoivu, ono fifth jf the population should 
still bo reduced to food inaufBoiont for health 
or satisfaotion. They relleol almost with a 
eenae of anger upon the wages paid in the 
agricultural districts, on tho endless dillicul- 
lies in the way of rebuilding the wntcheJ 
houses of tho poor, ou tho i.nonotonous toil, 
the colourless live.s, tho apprehonaive b(.ur.'i 
to which w'gula sections of our population 
have always bocn condemned. Countrios 
are made for the people who live in them, 
and what la tbo use of all thia prosperity if 
it lions not reach tbo majority, if there are 
wliolo olnhSLS to whom decant education, or 
niiiilorato It isiiro, or medical uttendaiicc, or 
liciiltliy hijii.'<''s, or succulent food, are as un- 
attainable as wealth like that bcquuallied by 
Mr. Richard TborntoD ? What profita the 
elasticity of tho revcnae wbon, as in IBC'l, 
every eonl in England nnd Wolos had to 
contribulo 9s. -l^d., upwards ol nine and a 
half iiiillioiiH .slerlii j,', in ut.Ier to keep the 
poor aniont; llioiii from perishing of wimt ol 
food, or what avail Iho palaces which are 
covering tbe country if tho only certain 
homo of a third of the people after a lifo of 
work is to be tba pauper barraolt 7 They 
want to lighten tho pressure on tbo base of 
Bocioty, to inako pauperism of least oxco[)- 
tioiial, to givo Homo at lo'xst of tho bonelils 
of oivi ll/. ilion t>) thosu whoao bands keep it 
U|i, to niaku education univorsal, to house nil 
men doceiitly, to ruisu tho minimum ol wngcH, 
to secure to every laborer the oertaialy that 
hls.tbrift iball be to bis own advantage-" 

In this ago of wars for ideas and wars for 
empire, such a poiioy as tho foregoing may 
aouod Utopian, but it Is tiovoriholoas malting 



its way firmly and strongly with the Eiiglisb 
peoplo. They seo and nco clearly that it is 
moro profitable as well as more humauo to 
look after tbe interests of their follow-ooun- 
Irymcn ihati to plunge tho nation into no end 
of national diffioultics and ualional debt*. 
Mr. Uladstoiio, lunvover, while posjos.iiiig an 
aolivo sympathy lor tho masses, and while 
showing, what la very rebcahins in » Chan-' 
cellor of tho Exchequer, a disposition tc coo- 
nomiao, does not entirely lose sight of Great 
Britaiu's external condition, but ho makaalit, 
as wo have said boforo, subordinate to Iho in. 
ner lifo of ihe peoplo of England. " Couii- 
Iriea are niado for tho peoplo who live in 
them, and what is the use ol all tbo proa- 
perity if it does not roach the majority?" 
With this sentiment before bis eye Mr. Glad> 
stone pushes forward with bis measures for 
ameliorating the condition ol the distroasod 
and has jost promised to introduce a bill 
under which the .Stale will furnish the 
lunds required for the rehousing of the 
poor at per cent. This measure will work 
wonders in all tbo great cities by replacing 
tho wretohod dons, to which Iho doatitulo 
woro consigned, by honllliy dwellings. "Tin; 
more iiiugniludo ul llio prujeet, liowever," 
snya tho prc.ss, " will not alariii the man who 
in thrco years hua 60t dp 3,1 00 State bunk-', 
who has thought of making tba nation own 
its own railways, aad who has helped to ron 
verso Iho financial policy once bolioved to bo 
as domonslrublo as any gooniotrical problem."

The event drew lo 
Wimbledon n Inrgor and more fiib-liioniil.le 
alleiidance than on any of the previniH davs 
of Ihu meeting, and fioni lirst lo last tiio 
shooting was u'atelied wiili .\n e.igoriiu.-s and 
salidliiuiiuu proviii); lliat iiiteroalioii.il oiiiiila- 
lioii lingers, lliciigli 3'.lon^Lr foo!i;i:;H. happily, 
havo disappeared. 'l lio hpi olaturs al Hie 
liring poiiils appliiiideil any p:irliciilarly buc- 
cessfiil shot as lio.utily as ihey dared, bearing 
in mind lliat niarksinen must not on any nc- 
couut be e.xoiled, lest llioir ulteutiori should 
bo distracted, and tlioir aiiii, as a necessary 
oouseqence, grow wil.l and unsteady.

Tlio lurtiiiies ot the m.itcb lliiotu- 
atod in an ex ..aordinary inaniior, and as, 
not merely from riiiige to range, but from 
shot lo shot, it Was impo.'^sible lo lonr. auy 
roliablo opiuiou as lo wliolher England or 
Scotland would ultimately succaed, it need 
not bo added that the exoiloment wa.^ very 
great.
